ployed as teachers on the basis of 
their enrollment in the “ Adven­ 
tures 
in

series. 
The course is offered by the 
Texas Education Agency in co­ 
operation with more than 40 Tex­ 
as colleges and universities. 
“ The Texas Project in Teacher 
Recruitment and 
Education 
by 
Television 
is designed 
to help 
Texas school superintendents find 
teachers by encouraging capable 
college graduates to enter the 
teaching profession.” explains J. 
W, Edgar, Commissioner of Ed ­ 
ucation. “ There also are indica­ 
tions that the project is serving as 
the basis for in-service education. 
Many fully certified teachers, bv 
becoming enrolled, can add this 
I'ducafional television experience 
to 
their 
professional 
qualifica­ 
tions.” 
The employment of Dr. Arthur 
H. Moehlman, a nationally known 
professor writh broad teaching ex­ 
perience, means that “ Adventures 
in Education” will be comparable

'‘Afterarriving in Brownsville, 
Mr. ( rust exerted his influence 
over mc mid em compliance with 
his earnest solicitations I enlisted 
in the tnt ted States army. in Dec- 
ember, 18G3, as a private in Cap. 
tam Braubach’s c o m p a n y of 
scouts. Tile company was an in­ 
dependent organization, raised for 
service on the Rio Grande, and it 
was composed of white Americans 
exclusively 
I was then in my 
seventeenth year and when tho 
officers were elected I was made 
second corporal, rue First Texas 
( avalry was then in camp at 
Brownsville, under the command 
of ( olonel Davis, who was after 
wards governor of Texas, and my 
company was embodied with it 
and was known as Company H.

The ves­ 
sel off shore promptly came to 
our rescue and shelled our op­ 
ponents, hut they could not bo 
prevented from driving off tho 
cattle to a place of safety.

and Texas was spared from wit­ 
nessing tho havoc incident to the 
ravages of war. 
After Bank’s army was de­ 
feated on Red River and driven 
back to Morganza, on the Miss­ 
issippi River, the western divi­ 
sion, that was to have participat 
cd in the invasion of Texas from 
the west, was ordered to rendez­ 
vous at that point in Louisiana. 
Only five companies of the First 
Texas Cavalry were included in 


I the order, and Companies A, B 
and C remained in Brownsville 
under Captain Zoeller until the 
i close of the war, when they were 
reunited with the regiment. 
“ When we arrived at Morganza 
the encampment of G e n e r a l 
Bank’s army of 80,000 men ex­ 
tended along the river a distance 
of about ten miles and the lino of 
out posts was, necessarily, about 
twenty miles long. A reorganiza­ 
tion of the army was in progress 
and it was understood that prepa­ 
rations were being made for an­ 
other advance into Texas. During 
that period the picket line was 
constantly harrassed bv the en­ 
emy’s scouts and they sustained 
many many losses, although they 
had a strong support and were al­ 
ways on the alert. Everyday a 
dozen or more of the poor fellow’s 
were either killed, wounded or 
captured, and it seemed as if it 
was impossible to restrain the 
Rebs, who seemed to be always 
ready to attack our front. These 
fatalities do not figure in history, 
but it is an actual fact that Con­ 
federated caused more losses on 
the Union army in that encamp­ 
ment than was sustained by the 
American forces in the recent 
Spanish war. 
“ The Confederates occupied a 
fortification on 
Bayou 
Atchafa- 
laya, about twenty-five miles dis­ 
tant and west of our position, 
which gave them a stron support. 
When the attacks became insuf­ 
ferable it was determined to drive 
them from their location, and, if 
possible, force them to abandon 
the country east of that stream. 
For that purpose a force number­ 
ing about three thousand infantry 
with four or five batteries and 
one thousand cavalry, was sent 
against them with orders to treat 
all Confederate scouts as guerril­ 
las and show no mercy to those 
who should fall in their hands. 
“ The excuse for vigorous action 
and the adaption of harsh penal­ 
ties was justified by the report 
that the Confederates had hung 
several Federal soldiers, but the 
reason for doing so was unknown 
and if it was a fact the circum­ 
stances did not warrant such ex 
tremely harsh measures, though 
many acts are perpetrated in 
time of war which are unjustifi­ 
able. Possibly they were executed 
asas spies or deserters, but it is 
more probable that they were olr 
agers who were depredating on 
the citizens, and hanging was too 
good for them. 
“ A detachment of sixty mon 
from the First Texas Cavalry was 
placed under the command of 
Lieutenant Lilly of Company A. 
and eight of them were selected 
from Company H. My disappoint 
ment because I was not one of 
them led me to offer my service6 
as a volunteer and they were ac­ 
cepted. I was anxious to go be 
cause we all thought that it wa.- 
the first movement towards th* 
invasion of Texas and my '’onfi 
donee led me to believe that we 
would march direct to San Anton 
io. Fearing that there would be no I 
more fighting, I was anxious to i 
participate in one engagement so 
that I could tell my friends in 
Texas that I took part in a battle., 
When I was chosen in another 
man’s place I was delighted and Y O U 
I considered it a very great favor, i

Price Situation 
Reviewed By 
Ag Economist 


Most p h a s e s of agriculture 
seem to be holding their own as 
far as prices are concerned and 
probably w ill continue to do so 
— with the usual seasonal de 
clines — for the rem ainder of 
1957. 


Marketings 
of 
meat 
animals 
and grass cattle will be a little 
low the 1956 rate until later on 
according 
to 
J o h n 
M cllaney, 
AAM 
extension 
economist. 
Hog 
slaughter w ill likely continue bo 
lwo the 1956 rate until later on 
in the year. No price drop is in 
sight, except for the usual sea­ 
sonal declines, and meat animal 
prices should maintain a modest 
margin over last year. Steady to 
stronger prices are in prospect 
for fed cattle during the next few 
months, says the economist. 


Prices of lower grades of cattle 
w ill decline seasonally. However, 
says the economist, they w ill be 
supported by a 
strong demand 
for 
feed 
lot 
replacements 
and 
prices should remain at a higher 
level than last year. 
Hog prices will probably con­ 
tinue above a year earlier during 
the rest of the summer and early 
fall. However, there is a slight 
possibility that prices at the end 
of the year may be a little below 
the prices of late last year. 
Lam b prices this fail may aver­ 
age as high or possibly a little 
higher than last year, points out 
M cHaney. Egg prices should also 
begin to increase. By late sum 
mer, prices are likely to be above 
a year earlier. 
The national 
average support 
price for 1957 is 60 cents per bu 
shel for oats, 64 cents per bushel 
for 
barley 
and 
$183 
per 
IOO 
pounds for sorghum grain. 
If feed crop prospects continue 
favorable, feed grain prices will 
probably average somewhat low­ 
er the rest of 1957 than for the 
same period in 1956, adds M c­ 
Haney. 


Soil Test Aids 
Soil Building 


Crops trying to grow on min­ 
eral deficient soils are like peo­ 
ple on a strict diet — they get 
hungry. 
Now. it m ay be practical for an 
overweight person to go on a diet 
to reduce, but no one wants to 
reduce his crop production. Yet, 
that is exactly what happens to 
crops that are grown on soil that 
is lacking in minerals, warns VV 
F. Bennett, extension agricultural 
chemist. 
But the crops are not the only 
things that suffer from this con­ 
dition, says 
the chemist. 
These 
sick crops cause m ineral hunger 
in livestock. This produces poor 
livestock, giving poor gains and 
poor stock products 
— it 
even 
tends to promote 
livestock dis­ 
ease. 
Mineral hungry crops and live­ 
stock 
produce 
food 
that 
may 
cause a deficiency in o u r own 
body, says Bennett. 
The 
average 
man has 
about 
three pounds of calcium 
(lim e­ 
stone) in his body. Children need 
lime for strong bones and good 
teeth. 
These 
minerals 
are 
human body. 
So, the chemist advises fertiliz­ 
ing for more and better crops 
that will produce more and better 
livestock. Lim ing, in some areas, 
is especially needed now to offset 
the leaching that 
resulted 
from 
the hard rains of April and May. 
A soil test should be made to de­ 
termine the exact needs

Yearling steers fed a ration con­ 
taining 7.2 pounds of ground mes­ 
quite wood gained 2.2 pounds per 
head daily in feeding tests at tho

superintendent.

steers fed cottonseed hulls instead 
of 
mesquite 
meal 
gained 
2.29 
pounds daily. The feeding period 
was 140 days. 


In a more recent test lasting 112 
days yearling steers fed a ration 
containing 12.23 pounds of ground 
mesquite 
wood 
per 
head 
daily 
gained an 
average 
2.54 
pounds 
daily, compared with 2.71 pounds 
gained daily by steers fed a silage 
ration, ho added. 
Tho 
steers 
fed 
the 
mesquite 
meal made a higher net profit on 
the basis of $10 per ton for ground 
mesquite a n d $18 per ton for 
cottonseed hulls than those fed the 
cottonseed hull ration. 
A chemical analysis shows that 
mesquite meal has a higher pro­ 
tein, fiber and 
calcium 
content 
than cottonseed hulls, but a slight­ 
ly lower fat and carbohydrate con­ 
tent. 
Carotene (Vitam in A ) also is in j 
the mesquite meal, but this cs- j 
sential element Ls not present or is 
very low in quantity in many dry 
roughages. 
Mesquite to be used should be 
green stems and branches I to 3 
inches in diameter, and should be 
allowed to cure for 5 to 7 days be- 
fore grinding. Curing w ill make 
grinding easier and w ill lower the 
molding after grinding.

harvested at any time of the y e a r,!
